REPORT

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Gentlemen — The  present  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners, 
having  been  appointed  on  October  2,  191 1,  for  a  term  of  four 
years,  respectfully  submit  herewith  the  following  as  the  Fifty- 
third  Annual  Report  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore  for  the  year  ending  December  31,   1911: 

Administration. 

The  Fire  Department  of  Baltimore  is  under  the  control  of 
three  Fire  Commissioners,  who  are  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
for  four-year  terms.  The  Board  at  present  consists  of  Richard 
H.  Johns,  President;  Col.  Israel  Rosenfeld  and  Sidney  T. 
Manning. 

Manual  Force. 

The  manual  force  of  the  Department  consists  of  851  men 
divided  as   follows :

Fire  Alarm    Service. 
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Appointments  and  Promotions. 

The  appointments  in  the  service  are  made  by  the  Fire  Com- 
missioners from  an  eligible  list  selected  by  a  Special  Examin- 
ing Board.  The  Board  is  composed  of  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  Chief  Engineer  and  one  civilian 
appointed  by  the  Mayor.  Applicants  must  be  between  21  and 
40  years  of  age,  of  fixed  size  and  must  pass  physical  and 
mental  examinations.  Promotions  are  similarly  made  by  the 
Fire  Commissioners  of  men  passed  by  the  Examining  Board, 

Xo  age  limit  is  set  at  which  members  are  regularly  retired. 
The  Charter  provides  for  retiring  at  half  pay  for  disabled 
or  superannuated  members  after  twenty  years'  service. 

A  surgeon  is  regularly  employed  to  look  after  the  physical 
condition  of  the  members  of  the  Department  generally. 

Districts. 

The  city  is  divided  into  eight  districts,  with  each  in  charge 
of  a  District  Engineer.  The  districts  are  laid  out  and  cover 
about  the   same  amount   of  built-up  territory. 

Apparatus. 

Most  of  the  engine  companies  have  first-size  engines, 
capable  of  discharging  1,100  gallons  of  water  per  minute  and 
supplying  four  lines  of  hose.  All  companies  have  combination 
chemical  engines  and  hose  wagons  carrying  from  1,000  to 
1,350  feet  of  2^ -inch  hose  and  250  feet  of  chemical  hose, 
with  reserve  wagons  carrying  1,200  feet  of  hose,  which  are 
brought  to  fire-ground  on  additional  alarms  from  the  same 
box. 

The  trucks  are  fully  equipped  of  the  Hayes  design  with 
Dahill  raising  devices,  excepting  combination  chemical  engines 
and  trucks  for  the  outlying  districts,  which  also  carry  750 
feet  of  2^-inch  hose. 

The  Department  has  in  service  automobiles  for  chief  officers, 
High  Pressure  Service,  ambulance  and  supply  trucks.

Horses. 


All  horses  are  kept  in  the  best  possible  condition  at  Depart- 
ment Hospital,  quarters  of  Xo.  10  Truck  Company.  Lafayette 
avenue,  near  Strieker  street,  under  the  supervision  of  a  veteri- 
narian employed  for  the  purpose.  A  horse  ambulance  is 
stationed  at  respective  quarters. 

Quarters. 

The  Departmental  quarters  are  roomy,  well  adapted  for 
the  purpose  and  in  good  condition. 

Repair    Shop. 

A  repair  shop  has  been  installed  for  over-hauling  apparatus 
generally,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Machinery. 

Fire  Methods. 

Whenever  possible,  fires  are  extinguished  by  means  of 
chemical  streams  from  combination  wagons,  but  a  line  of 
2j4-inch  hose  is  always  led  off  to  back  up  lighter  streams. 
Shut-off  nozzles  are  used,  to  which  are  attached  reducers,  for 
chemical  hose.  Fires  arc  extinguished  with  least  possible 
loss.  Provision,  in  the  shape  of  deluge  sets  and  Siamese 
connections,  is  provided   for  heavy  fire  duty. 

Inspection  of   Buiudings. 

Officers  of  the  Department  inspect  buildings  in  their  re- 
spective districts  for  the  purpose  of  familiarizing  themselves 
with  the  construction  of  the  same  generally,  as  well  as  re- 
porting all  violations  of  the  Building  Laws. 

Fire  Alarm  Service. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  Department  is  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  superintendent,  who  reports  to  the  Board  of  Fire 
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Commissioners,  and  is  located  in  the  City  Hall.  The  instru- 
ments are  modern  and  provide  for  the  proper  and  efficient 
handling  of  alarms.  There  are  689  fire  alarm  boxes  in  service. 
Seventy-two  per  cent,  of  the  wires  of  the  system  are  under- 
ground. 

Records. 

The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  are  kept  properly  in- 
formed of  the  condition  and  doings  of  the  Department  by 
means  of  a  complete  system  of  reports  and  records. 

Maintenance. 

The  expense  for  operating  the  Fire  Department  during 
the  past  year  was  $910,936.20,  with  improvements  costing 
$85,362.36,  and  completion  of  installation  of  High  Pressure 
Service  of  $193,011.06,  making  an  expenditure  for  the  year 
of  $1,189,309.62. 

High  Pressure  Service. 

The  High  Pressure  Service  for  the  Fire  Department 
will  be  completed  and  placed  in  service  in  March  of  the 
present  year. 

A  Pumping  Station  of  the  most  modern  construction  is 
located  on  South  street,  near  Pratt.  The  equipment  pro- 
vides for  the  installation  of  three  Allis-Chalmers,  horizontal 
Corliss,  twin,  simple,  non-condensing,  crank  and  fly-wheel 
pumps  with  a  capacity  of  7,000  gallons  per  minute  each,  and 
one  horizontal,  duplex,  direct-acting,  compound,  non-condens- 
ing pump  with  a  capacity  of  1,000  gallons  per  minute.  There 
arc  three  Edgemoor  boilers  of  the  inclined  water-tube  type. 
The  pumps  have  a  discharge  capacity  of  22,000  gallons  of 
water  per  minute,  with  fireboat  connections  of  16,000  gallons 
additional,  if  desirable.  A  working  pressure  will  be  main- 
tained on  the  system  at  all  times,  so  as  to  be  read)  for 
instant   service,  and  increased  as  the  occasion  demands. 
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The  station  as  planned  is  a  substantial,  fire-proof,  reinforced 
concrete  building-  covering  an  area  of  10,000  square  feet,  com- 
prising boiler  and  engine  room  adjoining,  with  quarters  for 
station  force  on  second  story.  The  only  wood  in  the  structure 
is  the  surface  flooring  and  inside  doors  of  the  quarters. 

Elevated  monitor  nozzles  are  placed  one  at  each  front 
corner  of  the  roof,  over  quarters  and  at  either  end  over  boiler 
room,  perforated  4-inch  dry  pipes  connected  to  the  city  water 
mains  are  laid  on  the  roof  along  the  front  and  rear  walls. 

The  area  covered  by  mains  of  the  system  is  bounded  by 
Pratt,  Eutaw,  Franklin,  Howard,  Saratoga,  Gay  and  South 
streets,  and  covers  about  170  acres. 

All  pipes  of  the  system  are  lap-welded,  soft,  open-hearth 
steel.  The  pipe  lines,  including  valves,  hydrants  and  other 
fittings,  were  tested  and  made  tight  before  backfilling,  at  a 
pressure  of  600  pounds  per  square  inch.  The  system  of 
pipes  is  sufficiently  elastic  to  remain  tight  under  all  conditions 
of  service.  Provision  is  made  to  avoid  the  effect  of  electro- 
lysis. The  pipe  joint  used  is  specially  designed  for  the 
purpose.  Gate  valves  of  semi  and  open-hearth  steel,  bronze 
mounted,  of  a  substantial  double-disc  type,  painted  inside  and 
outside  with  asphalt  paint,  are  subjected  to  a  test  pressure 
of  700  pounds  pressure  per  square  inch. 

The  hydrants  installed  are  a  specially  designed  flush  type. 
The  number  of  hydrants  in  the  system  is  226.  Hydrants  are 
located  at  street  intersections  between  corner  of  building  lines 
and  curb  corners,  alley  intersections  and  alternating  on  oppo- 
site- side  of  the  streets. 

Hydrant  heads  are  provided  with  five  openings  for  2^2- 
inch  hose  and  3-inch  hose,  having  a  regulating  device  for 
controlling  the  pressure  of  separate  streams  from  the  same 
heads,  and  so  arranged  that  it  is  possible  to  use  Siamese 
connections  for  the  purpose  of  securing  additional  lines  of 
hose  from  the  same  hvdrant,  if  desirable. 
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Automobile  hose  wagons  are  operated  in  conjunction  with 
the  system,  carrying  not  less  than  2,000  feet  of  3-inch  hose, 
monitor  pipes,  deluge  sets  and  all  modern  appliances  for  the 
heaviest  fire  sendee. 

A  complete  and  distinct  fire  alarm  system  has  been  in- 
stalled between  the  street  boxes  and  the  pumping  station 
direct,  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  such  orders  as  may  be 
necessary. 

The  cost  of  the  system  in  its  entirety  is  estimated  at 
$964,731.69. 

Itemized  statements  are  set  forth  herein  covering  expendi- 
tures and  work  performed  by  the  Department  during  the 
past  year. 

The  officers  and  members  of  the  Department,  generally, 
have  our  appreciation  for  their  efficient  and  faithful  service 
rendered  at  all  times.

Office  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Baltimore,  January  I,  19 12. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual 
report  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  it  being  the  fifty-third  annual 
report  of  the  paid  Fire  Department. 

FIRES. 

During  the  year  191 1  the  Department  responded  to  1,663 
alarms  of  fire. 

As  compared  with  19 10,  there  was  an  increase  of  sixty 
alarms. 

The  fires  for  the  year  are  classified  as  follows : 

Tn  brick,  stone  or  iron  buildings,  1,340;  in  wooden  build- 
ings, 137;  in  other  than  buildings,  129;  false  alarms,  57;  mak- 
ing a  total  of  1,663. 

The  loss  for  the  year  191 1  was  $550,000. 

APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus,  both  in  service  and  in  reserve,  are  in  the 
best  possible  condition.  The  following  apparatus  was  placed 
in   service  during  the  year : 

Engine  Company  No.  39,  Fireboat  "Deluge ;"  the  provision 
which  was  provided  for  in  the  year  19 10,  but  was  not  placed 
in  active  service  until  March  13,  191 1,  at  Pier  No.  7,  foot  of 
President  street. 
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Engine  Company  Xo.  40,  temporarily  placed  in  service  at 
quarters  of  Xo.  20  Engine  Company,  Xorth  avenue  and  Tenth 
street,  pending  purchase  of  an  automobile  engine  to  be  installed 
at  quarters  of  Xo.   12  Truck  Company,  Forest  Park. 

HORSES. 

There  are  at  present  in  service  with  companies  and  in 
reserve  296  horses.  During  the  year  20  were  purchased,  13 
were  condemned  for  various  causes,  and  7  died.  There  were 
160  cases  of  sickness  and  injuries  treated  at  Department  Hos- 
pital. 

FIRE    HYDRANTS. 

The  number  of  fire  hydrants  in  service  is  3,449.  The 
installation  of  additional  fire  hydrants  should  be  materially 
increased  in  sections  not  covered  by  the  High  Pressure  Service.

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REPORT 

Baltimore.  January  i,  19 12. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners: 

(iKXTijCMicx — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report 
of  the  operation  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  191 1. 

The  efficiency  of  the  Telegraph  Department  has  been  main- 
tained at  the  high  standard  which  has  been  its  record  for  some 
years. 

A  few  minor  derangements  of  machinery  have  been  dis- 
covered, but  in  only  one  instance  did  a  box  pulled,  fail  to  record 
its  signal. 

The  daily  record  includes  all  errors  in  street  boxes  and 
engine-house  equipment,  the  number — when  compared  with  the 
regular  service  and  tests — being  so  small  that  conditions  may 
be  regarded  as  nearly  perfect. 

.Vine  hundred  and  twenty-eight  alarms  were  received  from 
street  boxes  during  the  year.  In  addition,  monthly  tests  from 
each  of  the  689  boxes  give  a  total  of  9,196  signals  from  street 
boxes.  The  test  of  alarm  circuits  adds  their  signals  daily  to 
each  engine-house  gong,  aggregating  6.285  signals.  The  errors, 
meaning  missing  or  double  blows,  fault  in  machinery,  traced 
and  located,  amount  to  ten  on  box  circuits  eighty-one  in  engine- 
houses  and  includes  ever}-  item  reported. 

The  outside  work  done  during  the  year  covered  the  installa- 
tion of  signal  and  telephone  service  for  the  High  Pressure 
System,  changing  from  poles  to  underground  on  Garrison 
avenue,  between  Clifton  avenue  and  No.  12  Truck  Company, 
and  extension  of  box  circuits  on  Kdmondson  avenue  to  city 
limits. 
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Forty-five  thousand  feet  of  No.  4  conductor  and  1,800  feet 
of  Xo.  20  conductor  lead-covered  cables  was  laid  for  the  High 
Pressure  Service  equipment.  Twenty  thousand  feet  No.  2  con- 
ductor, 1,500  feet  No.  10  conductor,  100  feet  No.  13  conductor, 
500  feet  No.  20  conductor  lead-covered  cable  and  10,500  feet 
circular  loom  cable  was  used  for  installation  of  new  boxes  and 
repairs. 

Seven  thousand  one  hundred  feet  1 3/2-inch  iron  pipe  was  laid 
in  lateral  extension  of  the  underground  system  for  connections 
with  new' boxes. 

The  extension  of  the  underground  equipment  enabled  the 
Department  to  dispose  of  107  poles  to  commercial  interests 
formerly  occupying  space  by  consent  of  the  Board  of  Fire 
Commissioners,  the  transfer  relieving  the  Department  from 
the  expense  of  maintenance  and  adding  slight  revenue  to  the 
city  from  pole  licenses. 

Fourteen  poles  were  taken  down  and  eight  reset.  Seventy- 
one  10-pin  and  ten  6-pin  cross-arms  were  used  in  repairs.  The 
usual  work  of  trimming  trees  and  other  attention  to  overhead 
lines  has  kept  circuits  comparatively  free  from  interruption 
during  rainy  weather.

Others  are  ready  for  installation  as  soon  as  the  necessary 
work  for  underground  connections  are  completed  by  the 
Electrical  Commission. 

Cable  has  been  ordered  for  the  Harford  and  Frederick  ave- 
nues trunk  lines  and  for  some  lateral  connections  in  South 
Baltimore.  This  extension  of  the  underground  circuits  will 
materially  improve  the  Fire  Alarm  service,  as  several  of  the 
loops  leading  to  the  suburbs  being  removed  from  poles,  storms 
in  those  sections  will  not  cause  interruption  to  the  circuits 
with  which  boxes  serving  the  more  congested  sections  are 
connected. 

The  value  of  underground  lines  has  been  fully  demonstrated 
in  practice. 

The  regular  tests  with  volt  and  ammeters  show  the  improved 
electrical  conditions  in  damp  and  rainy  weather.  The  cost 
of  maintenance  is  reduced  without  increasing  the  number  of 
linemen.  More  time  is  provided  for  careful  inspection  of 
equipment  and  for  adjustments  and  repairs  of  machinery,  not- 
withstanding the  increase  in  number  of  engine-houses  and  new 
boxes. 

With  your  approval  the  practice  of  extending  the  under- 
ground service  will  be  continued  in  the  interest  of  economy 
and  improved  service. 

With  acknowledgements  for  your  generous  encouragement 
of  my  efforts  to  keep  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  in  a  con- 
spicuous position  as  regards  its  value  to  the  Department,  I  am
